We all admire gallantry and despise 
cowardice. 
But before you go dashing 


into the water to effect a heroic rescue, 
you’d better consider a few' things. 
Wilhout special training in making 
rescues, swimming to a person’s aid can 
be dangerous for you. 
It usually re­ 
quires a skilled approach, hold and carry 
to complete the operation. 
Despite common belief, it does litle 
good to strike a struggling drowning per­ 
son to bring him to his senses. In fact, 
such action is inadvisable. 
Don’t try swimming to the rescue 
fully clothed. 
Thus, it’s going to take 
you a little time to disrobe. 
,Vnd it’s 
going to take more time to approach the 
victim. 
In 
considering 
all this, 
remember 
there is little chance of saving a victim 
who has been under water for more than 
five or six minutes. 
And again, con­ 
trary to popular opinion, a drowning vic­ 
tim does not regularly come to the sur­ 
face three times before going down for 
the last time. 


In short, it’s risky to swim out to 
rescue a drowning person. You’ve got 
to get back to shore, just keep that in 
mind.
